THE ORIGIN OF THE DISEASE IN 
PENSACOLA. 


A Report Which Intimates That the City Gas Not 
Been Frese from Spcradic Casesin Many Years 
~The Cordon to be Discontinued on the 
95th Inet.—A Detailed Statement. 


W asurneton, October 24.—Surgeon General 
Hamilton, of the marine hospital service, 
to-day received a telegram from Jobn B. 
Guttman, president of the Pensacola board 
of health, announcing that three deaths from 
yellow fever and five new cases were reported 
from the navy yard. Dr. Hamilton replied 
that if the information was correct, the cor- 
‘on would have tobe continued. He also 
requested Lieutenant Commander Welch to 
telegraph asto the correctness of the dis- 
patch. In reply to his request the following 
dispatch has been received: ‘‘Navy yard, 
Perisacola, Florida, October 24.—Surgeon 
Gener.1 J, B. Hamilten: I forward the follow- 
lowing statement of the surgeons and physi- 
cians ,of the<* navy yard ,and , reserve 


me 


I do hereby declare that there have been no 
cases nor spurious cases of yellow fever on 
the naval reserve since the last was convales- 
cent on the lith inst, The last convalescent 
case was treated by Dr. Guiteras, and re- 
ported convalescent on the llth, and dis- 
charged upon the i2th inst.’ 

Upon the receipt of this telegram, Dr. Ham- 
ilton gave directions to disband the cordon 


on the 25th inst. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE DISEASE, 


The report of the court of inquiry appointed 
to investigate the origin of yellow tever at 
the naval station at Pensacola has been re- 
ceived at the navy department. It says that 
the following facts are established by the evi- 
dence adduced:—First, it does not appear 
that there were any cases of yellow fever of 
‘apy suspicious nature on the naval reserva- 
tion prior to August Ist. The court says: 
‘W hile we are not prepared to say that yellow 
fever really existed in Pensacola, this season, 
it is not unlikely that the fomites and bed- 
ding that were not destroyed during the epi- 
demic of 1882 generated mild sporadic 
cases, which eluded the vigilance of the at- 
tending physician, and owing to the constant 
communication between the city of Pensa- 
cola and the naval reserve, the fever may 
have been introduced, either through the me- 
dium of persons or fomites. Persons are 
known to have visited more or less between 
the two places, and some have been employed 
‘in Pensacola during the summer. There 
is a possibility that the marines 
may have visited Pensacola, 
although there was no evidence that they 
did so. It is ascertained by the evidence 
that the marine barracks lately occupied by 
them had at least one case of yellow fever 
in them in 1875. There are quantities of 
equipment stores in the equipment store- 
house, which have been there for many 
years, and were “Pg | there during the 

ears 1867 and 1874, and have never been 
‘roken outand opened until this year. On 
August 3d, of this year, a laborerin the 
equipment storehouse, and on August 5th 
the storexeeper in the engineer’s storehouse, 
sickened with symptoms suffici- 
ently suspicious to be classified as yellow 
fever, although not so diagnosed 
by the , attending physician. The 
first case of death from yellow fever was 
Charles H. Johnson, a child, living in War- 
renton, who died August 14th. The attend- 
ing physician, then believed the case to be 
inflamation of the bowels, but since he has 
concluded that it was yellow fever. Tue fun- 
eral was largely attended by adults and 
children of Warrenton and Woolsey, by 
reason of which tne disease was rapidly 
spread, more especially to the latter village.

A POSTAL D&LUSION.. 


The Alleged Inerease in Keeciptea Due to Ha «ns 


Peeullar Bookkeeping. 
Wasuineron, October 24 —Much has been 


said during the last 
the large and gratifying excess of the postoflice 


receipts over the postal expenditures, but it 


turns out that, after all, this surplus has been 
chiefly produced by a pleasant method of 
bookkeeping. The expenditures have not in- 
cluded tne pay for mail transportation over 
the subsidized Pacific railroads. These roads 
have been credited with the cost of this trans- 
rtation and the amount has been used in 
iguidating a portion of the enormous indebt-. 
ness of these roads. Furthermore, during 
the last two years nearly $1,000,000 
has been withbeld from the Pacific roads 
which has recently been decided the roads 
are entitied toin cash for mail service over 
the unsubsidized branches. The treasury de- 
partment has determined to include this 
amount in the expenditures of the post office 
department, thereby wiping out $1,000,000 of 
the so-called postal surplus. It is estimated 
that nearly a million dollars will be required 
to pay for such mail sevice for the two fiscal 
years of 1882 and 1885. Serious inroads into 
the postal revenues were, therefore, antici- 
pated, for up to the present time the cost of 
mail transportation over branches of subsid- 
railroads has never been 
charged to postal expenses, but has been 
credited to the interest account of the rail- 
road in aceordance withthe [hurman act. 
The major portionof the money to be re- 
turned to the roads will be secured by the 
Union Pacific railroad.

LIMITING TH+ LOTTERIES. 


The Attorney-General Comes to the Suppert of the 
PostmasterrGeneral in the Lottery Crusade. 
WasHINGTON, October 24 —The following 

circular letter of instruction has been sent by 
the attorney-general to all the district attor- 
neys in the United States: ‘‘Washington, D. 
C., October 23, 1883.—Your attention is di- 
rected to the following copy of a letter ad- 
dressed to me by the pos'master-general: 
‘Postoffice Department, Washington, D. C., 
October 19, 1883: Hon. B. H. Brewster, Attor- 
ney-General, Washington, D. C.—Sir: Sec- 
tion 35884 of the Revised Statutes de- 
clares that no letter or circular con- 
cerning lotteries shall be carried in 
the mail, and prescribesa fine of not more 
than $500 nor less than $100, with cost of prose- 
cution, for its violation. In the case of Stone 
vs. Mississippi, 101 United States 814, the su- 
preme court say there is now scarcely a state 
in the union where lotteries are tolerated, and 
congress has enacted a special statute, the 
object of which is toclose the mails against 
them. It is very difficult for the lottery com- 
panies to conduct their business without vio- 
lating this statute. I have reason to believe 
that it is violated daily by persons engaged 
in conducting lotteries. All such offenders 
should be indicted and punished. I, there- 
fore, request that you direct the district 
attorneys to co-operate with the officers of 
this department in enforcing this law.’’ 

You are, therefore, hereby directed to cor- 
dially co-oporate with the officers of the post 
office department in enforcing section 38384 of 
the revised statutes. which forbids that any 
letter or circular concerning lotteries, shall 
be carried in the mail.

GOVERNOR-BLECT HOADLY. 


His Health, His View on Politics gnd His Future In 
ten tions. 

PHILADELPHIA, October 24.—Judge Hoadly 
governor-elect of Obio, arrived in this city on. 
Sunday. He seems in far better health than” 
when he was last in Philadeiphia. ‘I fee! 
better,’ he said, ‘‘to-day than at any time 
since the 18th day of August. Indeed I am 
very sanguine now of a thorough and speedly 
restoration.”’ 

“Do you intend taking a trip to Europe?” 
was asked. 

‘No, I think it is very improbable. My 
object in crossing the water would be simply 
for the benefit of the sea voyage to Liverpool! 
and back, but [do not think my doctor con- 
siders that there is any necessity now for the 
change.”’ 

‘“Was the result of your election a surprise 
to you?” 

“I hardly know how to answer that ques- 
tion. Sofaras our own anticipations were 
concerned they were simply verified. Whether 
the other side was astonished or not, I cannot 
say. Just previous to the election I spoke in 
Cleveland, Toledo, Dayton and Sandusky, 
and I had nojthe slightest doubt of the result 
of the vote in those places... In Erie county I 
presumed upon a majority of 1,000; it was 
1,500. The grape-growers added the strong 
weight to our sources in Erie, and also in Ot- 
tawa county.”’ 

‘What are your plans for the future, goy- 
ernor?”’ 

‘They are entirely unformed. The recoy- 
ery of my health is my first consideration. 
That accomplished, I shali feel the pulse of 
the state and decide upon my course of ac- 
tion. No, I can say nothing to you at fres 
enton thatsubject. I hope to remain for 
some little time in Philadelphia, just to be 
free of excitement. I consider this ‘one oi 
the greatest cities in the world for repose. I 
am in charge of an excellent physician, anda 
portion of his prescription is mental and bod- 
ily rest.’’

A TRACES OF CHAHKLIE ROSS 


Rubbed Outby the Work of a Wyoming Territory 
Lynehing Party. 

Pittspur¢, Pa., October 24.—J. C. Baird, 
the prosecuting attorney of Cheyenne, Wy. 
T., who is now visiting in this city, thinks he 
has aclewto the whereabouts of Charlie 
Ross. He says thatsome five weeks since a 
brother of Mosher, the Brooklyn burglar, 
who, when dying, confessed to having been 
coucerned in the boy’s abduction, was lynch- 
ed in the suburbs of Cheyenne forthe murder 
of John H. Wentzeland the murderous attack 
upon Jim Knight, a companion of jWentzel. 
After the murder of Wentzel Mosher fled, 
but was caught and brought back to Chey- 
enne, where he admitted to confidants that 
he bad been compelled taggo west because of 
participation in a crime that had become 
known throughout the world. He said he 
had been custodian of a person for whom ran- 
som had been demanded fur ove: a year, 
and that the detectives, after the killing of 
Mosher, in Brooklyn; were so hot on the 
trail that he wes forced to fy. The crime 
with which he was charged at Chevenne was 
so cold blooded that the citizens of the vi- 
cinity took Mosher from the custody of 
tne officials and escorted him to the woods. 
It was there that he offered to give informa- 
tion regarding the mystery to which he had 
previously referred, but the lynchers did not 
haye time to wait, and the execuiion was 
completed ina few moments. Daring his 
residence in Cheyenne he had spoken fre- 
quently of the crime charged against his 
brother to confidential friends, but it was not 
until the body had been dangling in the air 
for nearly twenty-four hours that they told 
what had been communicated tothem. The 
general impression of the people of Cheyenne 
Mosher, who was sometimes called 
Moore, and often Mosier, brought Charlie

SHERWIN’S SORROWS. 


THE NEW MEXICAN MILLIONAIRE 
IN A DOMESTIC ROLE. 


The Ste'y of Sherwiao’s Misconduct, His Weddivg 
Irip witn a Nisceteen«YearsOlid Bionde, His 
Arrest and the Lonely Bride’s Infatuaa 
tlen fer a WellsKaown Actor, Etc. 


Sr. Louis, October 24.—The criminal in- 
dictment which Frank R. Sherwin, millionaire 
ranch-owner of New Mexico, and once promi- 
nent politician of New York, is now answer- 
ing in the latter state, are not the greatest of 
his troubles. Those severe, because secret, 
embarrassments which attack a man in his 
nearest family relations, and which the en- 
tire world talks about, while he perforce 
Keeps silent, will soon prove athorn in

attorney, and sterner than the decrees of the 
sternest judge. Sherwin’s history was 
too recently written to need 
explanation. Leaving New York with 
ugly suspicions and indictments for complic- 
itv in ofticial misconduct behind him, a 
handsome, well-bred and _ well-appearing 
man, he went to New Mexico and engaged in 
the cattle business on a scale commensurate 
in its extensiveness with histhen great wealth. 
His affairs in the territory prospered, and he 
often visited Denver, Colorado. While there 
he met Governor William Gilpin, an old, re- 
spectedand wealthy resident of that state— 
the first territorial governor of Colorado. 
Governor Gilpin’s family consisted of him- 
self, his wife, and a step-daughter, Miss 
Laura Dickinson, the danghter of Mrs. Gil- 
pin by a former marriage. The later was 
a lovely girl, nineteen years of age, a 
blonde, «above the average heigbt, well 
formed, with eyes of blue, and hair that 
rippled over her shoulders in streams of 
shimmering gold. She was a belle amonga 
city of belles. Into this family Governor 
Gilpin introduced Mr. Sherwin, supposing 
that the disparity in age between him and 
the step daughter would prevent any ten- 
dencies toward more than acquaintances. 
But Sherwin soon took up the role of lover 
and his attentions in that capacity were 
soon so assidious that the governor forbade 
him the house and sent back the bouquets 
which the lover continued sending the fair 
belle. She was sentto Washington, D. C., for 
the purpose of finally separating the pair.

But Sherwin was a more impassioned lover 
than his man-of-the-world ways led people to 
expect, and four months ago all Denver 
was astonished to learn that Miss Laura 
Dickinson had been married at Wasbington 
to Frank R. Sherwin, by the Rey. Dr. How- 
ward,an Episcopal minister of that ctty. 
This last fact was an added surprise, as Mrs. 
Gilpin, the bride’s mother, was a devout and 
zealous Roman Catholic. [he newly-married 
couple at once started west in a special train, 
and at LaGunta, Col., were met by a party of 
Sherwin’s friends, who escorted them to their 
home in New Mexico, where feasting and re- 
joicing held sway. The bridal 
tour came afterward. In September 
the tour was begun, an the 
20th of that month saw them in Chicago. 
With the bridal couple wasa voung man 
twenty-one years of age, a cross between a 
cowboy andadude. He was Sherwin’s son 
by a former*marriage. A sister of his, younger 
in years, was aiso inthe party, which was 
supplemented by a number of servants, 
They stopped at the Tremont house, and 
there, September 27th, Sherwin was arrested 
and taken to New York to answer the chuarzes 
against him. He left his bride behind, in 
charge of hisson. They continued boarding 
at the Tremont. :

He had 
brooded over the prospect uf his family com- 
ing to want until it issupposed he became in- 
sane, His wifeand children were found dead 
in bed, the wife with her throat cut and the 
children with heads crushed. It is supposed 
they were killed during the night while 
asleep. Finzer’s head was half blown away. 
He hada gun burrel withoutstock or ham- 
mer: Thiz he had loaded, and putting the 
nozzle to his bead had fired it by holding the 
nipple to the tlame of the lamp.

“IMPROPER PRACTICES,’ 


The Eplecepal Convention Kefuses to Take upa 
Stormy Subjeet. 

PHILADELPHIA, October 24 —In the Episco- 
pal convention to-day, the committee on the 
state of the church, to whom was referred the 
preamble and resolution of Mr. James H. 
Fisher, lay deputy of the diocese of western 
New York, concerning the common rumor 
that certain ministers of the church have 
during iong periods of time past, introduced, 
duripg the celebration of the holy commun- 
ion, Ceremonies not authorized in the book of 
common prayer, and symbalizing. erro- 
neous or doubtful doctrins, reported 
that they have given the same the most care 
ful consideration and have reached the unan- 
imous conclusion that this subject is beyond 
the competency of this committee, and 
further, that it is amply provided for by canon 
22, title 1, entitled, “Of the use of the book of 
common prayer,’’ to which they earnestly call 
the attention of the church. The commit- 
tee’s request to be discharged from further 
consideration of the subject was granted. 

CHURCH STATISTICS, 

The committee on the state ofthe church 
reported that there are at present in the Prot- 
estant Episcopal church of the United States 
forty-eight dioceses, 9 missionary jurisdic- 
tions, 67 bishops, 2,500 ‘ether clergy. 3,000 
organized parishes and more than 353,000 
communicants. Since the last meeting of 
the convention, four bishops have died, viz. : 
‘Bishop Atkinson, of North Carolina, Bishop 
Kerfoot, of Pittsburg, Bishop Talbot, of In- 
diana, and Bishop Pinckney, of Maryland. 
Two foreign missionary bishops have resigned 
their jurisdiction. Bishop  Penion, of 
Cape Palmas, and Bishop Schereschewsky of 
China. Eight. -clergymen have been elected 
to the Episcopate. The report referred to 
the inadequate number ot candidates for holy 
orders, and called special attention to the 
work of the _church temperance society. 
Church music, it says, had 
made progress. The enriched book of com- 
mon prayer is hailed with delight. The 
report concluded witha resolution that the 
view of the state of the church there presen- 
ted be transmitted tothe house of bishops, 
with the request that they prepare a pastoral 
etter for publication. The resolution was 
adop*d 

The committee on unfinished business 
reported recommending that the house 
of bishop concurring, the house adjourn Fri- 
day evening; October 26, after reading the 
pastoral letter, The report was unanimously 
agreed to. 

THE QUESTION OF EXPENSES, 

The committee on expenses 
resolutions that in future 
diocese should provide for each 
of its bishops and clerical deputies at- 
teuding the convention, and also that no por- 
tion of personal expenses should be borne by 
the paristies or people of the city in which 
the sessions are held. The report was 
adopted.

ALABaMa NEVWVS. 


End of the Land Indic ments—Carpenter Walves 
Trial. 
Special to the Constitution. 

Montcomery, Ala., October 24. — The 
famous land indictments, pending before the 
federal court at Huntsville, against Henry F, 
Dabardelaben, Peters and others, before 
Judge Bruce, were dismissed on the ground 
that from all the evidence elicted a convic- 
tions would not be authorized. Judge Bruce 
returned from Huntsville court to-night and 
opens here in November Oth.

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THE MACON NOTE BOOK. 


The Story ef Calvin Jimmersen’s COounterfeits—A 
Movement in Gvobers. 
Special to The Constitutior. 

Macon, October 24.—United States Mar- 
shal R. D. Locke, assisted by deputies E. F. 
Skinner and Joseph Hane, leaves for Savan- 
nah in the morning, having in charge J. C. 
Jimmerson and A. J, Pugh, of Upson county, 
counterfeiters, who will be taken at once to 
Albany, New York, to serve out sentence 
recently imposed by the United . States dis- 
trict court. The crime of these men is well 
known to the readers of THe CoNsTITUTION. 

For nea ly four years Upson county has been 
infested by a gang of shovers of the queer, 
and some two years ago the treasury 
department sent down a _ detective, to 
work up the case, who hired himself 
asalaborer but the workings of the gang 
were so well hidden that his mission wasa 
failure. In July last several good citizens of 
the county wrote Marshall Locke that if he 
would come upor senda good man that 
he could apprehend parties engaged in this 
business, whereupon he detailed Mr. T. D., 
Weld, a young man of capabilitv, and he 
went up an! arrested several of the parties 
who have since had true bills made out 
against them. The workings of the men are 
described as being of a bold nature, but was 
arranged in such a manner as to elude even 
the sharpest detective. A witness says that 
n a deep cut on one of Jimerson’s farms was 
he scene of h*»*.operations. He and his 
rother were watcoed by other members of 
the gang make counterfeit coin 
in the denomination of one _ dollar, 
Jimerson working the moulds and his brother 
dressing them off for market. Time wore on 
and the band grew boider, and bolder, and 
finally a son of Mrs, Dickerson was offered an 
interest in the busines; and a set of moulds. 
He gave it away, aod the result led to a gen- 
eral break up of the gang, and arrest of sever- 
al who will not escape the penalty. Through 
the courtesy of Marshal Locke, the represen- 

tative of THe CONSTITUTION was shown the 
moulds captured with a number of counter- 
feit coins. The mouids consist of two oblong 
pieces of mapleabout 44 inches long and one 
inch thick. hollowed out in the center, in 

which was the metal die, but not delicately 
executed, which was heid in position bya 
hole being drilled through the wood anda 
piege of metal clamped on outside. The die 
was well worn, having been used agreat deal, 
Asthe two sides were placed together a 
sma!i hole in the edge was made where the 
melted metal was poured in. The whole 
piece of work could almost be hidden by two 
hands held together. The coins were well 
shaped, and of uniform size and with the 
polish that was puton them would deceive 
almost an expert, butas soon as rubbed off 
the coarseness of the engraving was percepta- 
bie. The coins were made of different metals, 
The most used were platina, and silver solder. 
Marsaal Locke tossed out a  quar- 
terofadollar, and said, “‘show me whiiat’s 
wrong about that.’’ Aftera close examina- 

tion it was handed back, and he said that is 
as good a one as I ever saw, and but for the 
want ofa ring I would be- taken in. This 
coin was discovered in Macon, and will prove 
adangerous one. As we accumulate our 
wealth we little know how much of this 
spurious money will drift in it. This section 
of the state is overrun with countefeit coin, 
and the officials are watching closely to make 
a big haul which wiil come sooner or latter.

Coming into the Country Under the Cover of Trader@® 
Certificates. 


San Francisco, October 24.—The steamer 
Rio de Janerio, which arrived here on the 
Sth instant from Hong Kong, brought 77 
Chinaman, each holding a traders’ certificate 
issued to them by the Chinese govern- 
ment, which, under the treaty 
entitled them to land in 
the United States. It was evident that the 
majority of the holders of the certificates 
were nothing but common laborers, but the 
customs inspectors said they were bound to 
recognize the certificate, so all except five 
came ashore. The steamer City of Tokio, 
which arrived yesterday, brought 111 more 
Chinamen, all holding similar certificates.

The negro was then taken and put in prison, 
but was turned out before he could be locked 
up. 

The excitement was intense in the morning 
and the negro was hunted up and arrested 
and at once said he was ordered to do what 
he did. 

Bill Reeves and several others were arrested 
under warrants as accessory in assault with 
intent to murder.

He tben 
told her his name, saying that if she wished 
to prosecute him she could do go. 

3 ATAL ATTACK.

They extended its 
penalty of disfranchisement to those even 
who became polygamists. before the passage 
of the law of 1862. which made polygamy a 
crime. The result was that men like brig- 
ham Young's grandson, who openly opposed 
our religion and denounced the doctrine of 
polyganiy, voted with us; because their 
friends or relatives were intheir opinion 
treated unjustly.’

There 
was not only such disclaimer, but at the outset and 
frequently in the progress of the case Mr. Huff's 
counsel expressly di-claimed imputingany im- 

roper motive or fntentional wrong to Mr, Mark- 

am or his counsel, 

There was no improper motive, no intention -to 
Violate any rule of court, no intention to corrupt 
the purity of the practice of the court nor to pollute 
she sanctity of its records, if I understand 
what the words ‘“purity’’ and *‘sanctity”’ 
“mean. I suppose purity of practice 
isthe opposite of corrupt practice, fraudulent prac- 
tice, and sanctity of records, I suppose means some- 
thing like integrity or wholeness of the records, 
completeness of records, unchanged records 
Then there was nothing done in 
this case inconsistent with the said purity and 
sanctity. Still Markham’s case was dismissed, and 
he denied the iight to be heard, a great right, a 

constitutional right, same as the right to have hold 
and enjoying property, a right entitled toa place 
among the sanciities. There is no rule of cout, no 
law norso far as I know, precedent for such dismis- 


sal. 

Rule 24 of the supreme;court says: ‘‘No paper be- 
longing in the clerks office shall be taken therefrom 
without leave of the court, and when such leave is 
granted the party receiving the papers shall receipt 
to the clerk for the same.”’ 

The L8th rule of the superior court 
of the state is similar to this, 

These are the rules. The universal practice in 
both the courts, has been time out of mind for the 
clerks tp permit papers to be taken out of their of- 
fices Without an orcer of court, and this practice 
has been all the time known to the judges of said 
courts and by them tolerated. 

Having so wmked at this course, it would be 
stran,ely Ubjust to punish a continuance in it 
without previous notice of an intention to enforeé 
the rule. 

Then if it is not a punishable crime to get the pa- 

rs without an order of court, the’ action of the 
eourt in this case must be justified if at all, not on 
the ground of getting the papers out of the clerk’s 
oftice. but because of the use made of them. But 
there isno rule of court nor law which limits or 
prescribes what use may be mate of these papers 
when taken out of the office, In _— this 
case Markham and his counsel didn’t think they 
were making an improper use of said property. 
They did notexpect nor intend the printer to 
do the harmless thing of drawing pencil marks 
over any of the peges. Did not think he need do 
so or would do so. At most then it was a mis 
take or blunder in me to put the papers in the 
printer’s hands. A mistake without corruption, 
without pollution, without harm to anybody, 
It left the records, if not sanctified, at least 
whole and complete—in acondition convenient for 
the court to read it, consider it and decide on 
the merits of the case and right of the party. 

The decision of the court dismissing this case 
on this grounds the implication of a heavy pen- 
alty foran act not declared an off nse by any law. 
It is violation of the fundamental principal of 
our constitution, and ofall free governments—for- 
bidding expost facto laws and retroactive laws. 

Tne penal code of Georgia makes it a crime to 
Steal, embezzle, alter, corrupt, etc., records, etc., 
and punishes the crime by confinement in the pen- 


property or rights or the dismissal of a case in court. 

The supreme court had asmuch rightto order 
Markham’s head chopped ff as they had to dismiss 
biscase on this point. But suppose all thisis wrong 
and that in this case the purity of the practice of 
the court was vidlaied and the sanctity of the 
records involved, and suppose I violated the rules 
of the court in getting and using the records, what 
should the court have done—whatidid the court 
have a right to do? gNot to dismiss the case, but to 
punish me forcontempt.- The Code of Georgia, sec 
tion 4274. provides that ‘‘no rule of the supreme 
court shall have the effect to dismiss any case as a 
pepaity upon counsel or client for non-compliance 
with any rule or rules of said court, but the penalty 
for a Violation of such ruies shall be as for a con- 
tempt uuder the provisions of this code.’’ 

This is the statue—the law. It is Wiser anda 
better rule than the action «f the court in this case. 

The punishment for contempt has some limit to 
it and can be graded to suit the degree and char- 
acter of the contempt, but the rule to dismiss the 
case is an iron rule, unlimited in its punishment 
except the interest involved, which may be small 
Or all that the party Owns in the world. 

The decision says ‘‘one sheet appeared to have 
been mutilated, but it did not appear how 
this occurred.”’ The mutilation consisted 
in the bottom of the sheet being broken 
across a few lines, two or three,and thereby a few 
words, two or three, were illegible, but they could 
easily be supplied from the context. I stated to the 
court during the discussion of the case that said 
sheet was mutilated in part in that manner when 
it was received by me from theclerk aud had be- 
come worse or more torn since ! had returned it to 
the clerk, and that said mutilation had not been 
done elsewhere. 

The decision says: ‘‘Thiscourt willnot impute 
intentional wrong to counsel or his clientin this 
case, and will not go further than to dismiss the 
case.’’ Thecourt was certainly rightin not going 
any further ihan they did. There’ was no motion 
made to do anything but dfsmiss the case. No 
charge or evidence of intentionalg wrong. Be- 
s des isit not rather the office of the parties to 
makethe imputation and that of the court to hear 
and decide’ 

I write this article more in sorrow than in anger 
My client’s rights are gone aud this will not restore 
them, but the publicin turnis involved. Others, 
many others. may be denied their rightsunlessa 
different system prevails. From the action of the 
court, it would seem thatany act by a party and 
his counsel inconsistent with the court’s undefined 
idea of purity of practice and sancuty of its record 
will work a dismissal of the case. As thereis no 
rule or law or decision of this court defining hese 
terms, no;yerson cau know what deed or act will 
invade these holies and throw him out of court. 
It is an uucertain and therefore unsafe rule. 

‘’Tis allone asthey should make the judges foot 
the standard. What an uncertain rule this would 
be! One judge hasa long foot, anotherashort 
foot, a third an indifferent foot. It is the same 
thing’? with this rule of purity of practice and 
sanctity of records. Waat au uncertain rule itis!

The case of Bob Cloud, carvist and cake- 
walk disperser, was resumed yesterday morn- 
ing ip the superiorcourt. A number of col- 
ored sympathisers were put upon the stand 
to prove that during ai] that fateful evening 
when free niggers were getting 
gashed, and scared amendments 
were repealing themselves down stairs and 
out of tsecond-story windows, ‘‘Robert wan’t 
doin’ nuftin’ tall.” 

Each of these witnesses only succeeded in 
getting Bob deeper into the lowlands of sor- 
row and confirmed the prevalent suspicion 
that Robert was somewhere in the vicinity 
with exposed and energised hardware in his 
right gripper. 

When, at length, the almost interminable 
mass of testimony and tergiversation had been 
tumbled in upon the jury the argument be- 
gan. Mr. Charles D. Hill opened for the de 
fense and in his picturesque and Dickens ofa 
style painted a portrait of Bob Cloud anda 
tableau of the bloody scene of the pie tourna- 
ment-that had a visible effect upon the jury. 
Mr. Hinton P. Wright opened for the defense 
aud made the most of it—in fact, made a very 
plausible presentation of all that was in the 
testimony calculated to help Bob out of 
his precarious attitude, Colonel 
Milton A. Candler made aD 
earnest and able eitort for the prisoner, and 
handled the facts of the case in a most skill- 
ful manner. Solicitor-General Ben Hill closed 
for the state, in one of his compact and 
straight-forward arguments, that putall Bob’s 
synipathizers on the anxivus seat and made 

tobert himself feel like a whole cargo of con- 
victment in a refrigerator car. 

Judge Brown delivered a lengthy and clear- 
wy defined charge to the jury, leaving no ele- 
ment of the apposite law untouched, 
and iucidly marking out all the _ tech- 
nical distinctions involved in cases of assault 
with intent to murder. 

The jury did not remain out of court long. 
They seem to have agreed unanimously on 
the first bailot tonominate Bob fora full 
term inthe public service. Judge Brown 
took the verdict of guilty and ornamented it 
with a sentenceof six years, and Bob will 
come back to another cake-walk sometime in 
the Indian summer of 1889. Until then his 
murderous knife will not be visible at the 
periodicad.auppers of the Christian Aid socie- 
ty.

Insurance Compantes—KRevoking Licenses. 

Yesterday Comptroller-General Wright sign- 
ed up an order revoking licenses issued to sey- 
eral insurance companies who have been do- 
ing business in the state. The companies are 
as follows: The Siar, of New York: the Co- 
lumbus insurance and banking company, of 
Mississippi; the Western assurance company, 
of Canada; the City of London insurance 
company, of England; the New 

and mutual, of Massachu- 
setts; the Penn Mutual, of 
Pennsylvania; the Hartford annuity of 
Connecticut. 

The right to do business in the state is de- 
nied these companies because they failed to 
make to the governor the semi-annual return 
of their condition as required by law. The 
statement should haye been made on the Ist 
of July. The governor under the advice of 
the attorney general delayed action until yes- 
terday inorder to get the returns of 
some of the companies corrected, they 
having manifested a _ disposition to 
comply with the law. Yesterday 
he furnished to Comptroller-General Wright 
a list of th’e defaulting companies and the or- 
der revoking their licenses, was at once pass. 
ed and an advertisement to that effect was 
sent out to the prominent papers in the state. 

The Star, the Columbus Insurance and 
Banking company, and the city of London 
will probably withdraw from the state.

A Saloonist Defies the Police Force of Conyers—A No= 
terious Woman on a Rampage. 

An Atlanta woman figured in a lively 

scrimmage at Conyers, Tuesday atiternoon. 


—- 


On that day George Jones, a saloonist, was 
suspected of having conceated in his room a 
womun named Cannfield, who. lives in At- 
lanta. The town police entered for the pur- 
pose of arresting her, but were met by Jones 
with a cocked pistol in one hand and a drawn 
knife in the other, swearing that he would 
kill the first man who touched him. He de- 
fied the town,said he had the woman 
there, and would keep her there, and that 
she shou!ld not be arrested. He drew the 
pistol on the police two or three times. They 
withdrew and had him arrested for assault 
with intent to murder. 

Puesday hight he carried her to Lithonia, 
so she could take the train there and escape 
to this city. but finding that an officer was 
following her he hired a horse and buggy and 
left Conyers just as the trainstarted on which 
the officer was going, and reached Lithonia 
before the train did, roused the woman from 
her bed and carried her off half dressed. The 
ofticer reached Lithonia just in time to see 
them disappearin the dim distance. They 
were headed for this city. Jones is a married 
man. 

Not long aiter the intelligence of Jones’s 
escapade reached the city the Conyers’ 
oticer put in an appearance at 
the Atlanta city prison and 
toldthe story. The Conyers otticers requested 
Chief Connolly’s aid in securing the arrest of 
both Jones and the woman. The chief de- 
tailed Captain Crim to investigate the matter 
and to extend all aid in his power. With his 
usual alacrity, Captain Crim began working 
the case, and in a short while became 
convinced that Jones and the woman 
were in the city, but up to a _ late 
hour. last night their arrest had not been 
affected. 

In his investigation of the case Captain 
Crim ascertained that the woman who created 
the sensation in Conyers was no other than a 
member of Atlanta’s demi-monde, known as 
Mrs. Canfield. He al learned that the 
woman left Atlanta’ Saturday night 
last ‘and that her avowed destination 
then was Conyers. During his 
tour of inspection yesterday the captain visi- 
ted the woman’s haunts but at none ol 
these could he find her. 

Mrs, Canfield has become quite a celebrity 
in Atlanta. Sheis a woman of no attractive 
qualities whatever. She was born and reared 
in Bartow county and there she met, so she 
ayows, her aflinity. She come to Atlanta 
about two years ago and for quite a while 
earned her bread by working in a match 
factory. During her making ot 
the iucifers she conducted herself ina go-as- 
you-please style and was beginning to become 
well known when she accidentally madea 
bad mash on an old man named Canfield, and 
he married her. Her wedding was a quiet 
affair and was an event which promised wei! 
for the bride, whose cheeks were never man- 
tled witha blush. But soon after ber mar- 
riage she abandoned her husband and thereby 
became the object of police espionage, as the 
man reported the desertion tothe department 
and requested her : . An account of the 
separation was published in THECONSTITUTION 
and it so angered the festive: match maker 
that she visited the office and demanded the 
author. To the city editor she acknowledged 
that every word of the article abot which 
she was kicking was true and explained her 
conduct by saying that she left her husband 
to go with a man she ‘‘loved better.”’ Final- 
ly the differences between Mr.‘and Mrs, Can- 
field were adjusted by the police, and fora 
brief season domestic happiness ensued. 
Then she became dissatisfied again and for 
the second time left her home. Irom that 
time up to the present her career has been 
rapid and by -gas light.

Then there is Rock street 
that has two numbered 25. Davis street bas 
two numbered 65. Elliott street has two 
numbered 68. Jenkins street 
has two numbered 10. Chappel 
street has three numbered Now, it ought 
to be the business of somebody in the city 
government to rectify these duplicate nu- 
merations.,”’ 

‘‘Are there any worse cases than those you 
have mentioned ””’ : 

“Well, here is West Hunter street that has 
two houses numbered 137 and two houses 
numbered 10.” | 

‘That is slightly aggravating.’ 

‘*But here is Wheat street that has three 
houses numbered , two numbered 307. two 
numbered 311, two numbered 239, two num- 
bered 181, two numbered 343, two numbered 
241 and two numbered 228.
